Results of a survey released by the 
grain research laboratory of the 
board of grain commissioners showed 
that less than five per cent. of hard 
Red spring ‘wheat is expected to 
grade No. 1 Northern. This compares 
with the 10-year average of' 28 per 
cent. Less than 20 per cent. will 
make No. 2 Northern compared with 
46 per cent. ~ 

Despite the poor grade, ‘the “pre- 
liminary protein level” of the wheat 
is 13.9 per cent., the samé as last 
year. The long-time average for 
Canadian wheat is 13.6 (For bread- 
making 13.3 is considered ideal; per- 
centages can easily be lowered to 
that figure.)

For unnumbered thousands, the 
opening of hay fever season and 
sneezes are the rule of the day; itchy 
eyes a constant invitation to scratch, 
and a red,nose a steady companion. 


Hay fever season makes its debut |. 


in late summer and lasts until frost 
nips the pollen out of the air, about 
the end of September. 

Strangely enough, harvesting of 
hay has nothing to do with hay fever, 
Rather, it is the microscopic pollens 
of ragweed and cockleburr that are 
inhaled by those susceptible to the 
pollen that causes the discomfort. 

The name “hay fever” was given 
because the sneezing, tearful eyes, 
and itching palate»prevail about the 
harvest time of hay, and many had 
believed: hay was responsible, ‘Also, 
there is no body fever involved: 

Medical science began to debunk 
the “hay harvest” theory as early as 


1819 when a London physician, John: 


Bostock, presented to the :edical 
profession the first description of a 
case of hay fever. 

Since then, men in medicifie have 
sought vainly to find the answer that 
might not only bring a cure to hay

fever, but to a host of allergion that | 


plague millions. 

Hay fever is not contagious since 
no bacteria or’ virus is involved. A¢é- 
cording to Dr. Louis E. Lieder, al- 
lergist consultant for the Veterans’ 
Administration, Washington, when- 
ever allergic individuals are exposed 
for the first time. to a substance 
which causes an allergy, they become 
potentially .sensitive to that sub- 
stance. 

The potential . sensitivity means 
that any subsequent exposure to that 
substance may Yesult in an allergic 
reaction such. as hay fever, if the 
substance is pollen of ragweed. 

Although ragweed ‘covers:a huge

EDMONTON: —. Dr, Sidney 
Clarke, Ells. of Ottawa. has prob- 
ably done more than any other 
to orton the. Athabasca oil sands 
into prominence — but now he’s 
content to take a back seat, 


Passing through Edmonton on his 
way to the west coast, he sat in on 
the Alberta oil sands conference re- 
cently. The 100-odd experts atten 
ing asked him to speak but he dé- 
clined. 

The sands straddle the Athabasca 
river in northern Alberta. They are 


| vast deposits of a heavy, thick oil 
clay and sand, - 


mixed with gravel, 
and are considered by many the 
world’s largest known reserve of oil, 

Yet untapped, the sands have been 


| experimented wtih for years to find 


an economical. method of separating 
the oil and sand mixture. 

§. M. Blair, Toronto petroleum ‘en- 
gineer, presented a report in January 
of this’ year which served to back 
up claims Dr. Ells made years ago 
that commercial development was 
possible. 

Dr. Ells’ interest in the oil sands 
dates back to 1913.. Then he was as- 
sistant’ to the director of the federal 
mines branch, 

An Alberta: real-estate.boom start- 
ed it all. . Slick operators ‘were sell- 
ing subdivided parts ‘of Alberta as 
far north.as the muskeg around Fort 
McMurray. ‘ 

Ells was instructed to read up on 
the tar sands. But there was noth- 
ing to read. Ells suggested a per- 
sonal survey. When the department 
decided against the survey, Dr, Elis 
handed in his resignation. ; 

Officials reconsidered, and in May, 
1913, he began his‘survey with an 
allotment ‘of $1,900. / 
| Dr. BHs, a. crew of four men, a 
leaky scow, and a canoe shot rapids, 


{traversed Athabasca river tributaries 
to the east and west, and explored ~ 


the total extent of the oil sands. 


In the: fall, they returned upriver 
to Athabasca landing: with a: 10-ton 


load of samples—the first important . 


specimens: ever taken froin the field. 
As far back as 1914,:Dr. Ells was 
beginning to plan core drilling and 
mining, and was thinking of hot wa- 
ter flotation as a method of separat- 
ing oil from: the: sands. 
With: the passing, years, . he) began 


in the United States and Britain 
started eyeing the oil sands, 

-In 1943-1945 Dr. Ells initiated and 
supervised the first large-scale: drill- 
ing. program and was the first to in- _ 
terest foreign capital in the deposits. 

Now over 70, Dr. Ells has been re- 
tired six years.and devotes his time 
to writing and: gardening. But he 
says the 30:years he spent in the oil 
sand country probably ‘advanced the 
production date 10 years,”
